» 

I  beg  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1904. 
The  general  death  rate  is  10*94  as  compared  with  9*8  for  1903 
and  11*7  the  average  for  the  three  years  preceding  1904.  The 
zymotic  death  rate  is  *84  per  1000  as  compared  with  *8  per  1000 
in  1903.  The  infant  mortality  rate  is  137*25  per  1000  births 
registered  as  compared  with  112*15,  and  the  phthisis  death  rate 
is  *505  per  1000  of  population  as  compared  with  *8  per  1000 
in  1903. 

Population. — The  population  of  the  district  at  the  last  census 
in  1901  was  7,705,  the  number  of  inhabited  houses  was  1550 
giving  an  average  number  of  persons  per  house  of  4*98,  At 
June  30th,  1904  the  number  of  inhabited  houses  was  2,383  (2087 
in  Whitley  and  296  in  Monkseaton,)  giving  on  the  same  basis  a 
population  of  11,868  persons  in  the  district. 

ImproYements. — For  the  following  information  I  am  in¬ 
debted  to  the  Surveyor,  Mr.  Moore.

Mortality  Statistics. — The  total  number  of  deaths  registered 
during  the  year  was  130  giving  a  mortality  of  10*94  1000. 

The  number  in  1903  was  98  and  the  rate  9*8  per  1000.  The 
average  death  rate  for  the  three  years  preceding  1904  was  11*7. 

Infant  Mortality. — 28  deaths  occurred  in  children  under  i 
year  of  age  giving  a  mortality  of  137*25  per  1000  births  registered 
and  equivalent  to  a  general  death  rate  of  2*36  per  1000  of 
population.  The  rates  in  1903  were  112*15  per  1000  births 
registered  and  2*4  per  1000  of  population.  The  28  deaths  were 
due  to  the  following  causes  :  premature  birth  5,  diarrhoea  3,  con¬ 
genital  debility  3,  measles  2,  pneumonia  2,  convulsions  2^ 
congenital  heart  disease  2,  pulmonary  obstruction  i,  bronchitis  i, 
intestinal  obstruction  i,  being  accidentally  overlaid  i,  being 
accidentally  suffocated  i,  meningitis  i,  broncho-pneumonia  i, 
whooping  cough  i,  and  tubercular  meningitis  i. 

Zymotic  Death  Rate. — 10  deaths  were  due  to  zymotic 
diseases  during  the  year,  equivalent  to  a  zymotic  death  rate  Of 
.84  per  1000  of  population  as  compared  with  *8  per  1000  in  1903 
Of  the  10  deaths,  4  were  due  to  measles,  3  to  diarrhoea,  2  to 
scarlet  fever,  and  i  to  whooping  cough. 

/ 

Deaths  from  General  Diseases. — There  were  6  deaths  from 
phthisis  during  the  year  equivalent  to  a  phthisis  death  rate  of 
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•505  per  1000  of  population  as  compared  with  8  deaths  and  a 
rate  of  *8  per  1000  in  1903.  Other  tubercular  diseases  caused 
5  deaths  as  compared  with  6  in  1903.  The  total  deaths  from 
tubercular  diseases  were  thus,  ii  as  compared  with  14  in  1903. 

Acute  diseases  of  the  respiratory  system  caused  17  deaths  of 
these  II  were  due  to  bronchitis  and  6  to  pneumonia.  Cancer 
caused  6  deaths  as  compared  with  3  in  1903,  and  heart  disease  26 
deaths  as  compared  with  10  in  1903. 

Thirteen  inquests  were  held  during  the  year,  3  on  bodies  of 
persons  accidentally  burnt,  3  on  persons  found  drowned,  2,  on 
persons  who  had  died  suddenly  from  heart  disease,  i  on  the  body 
of  a  man  who  had  committed  suicide  by  throwing  himself  over 
the  cliffs,  I  on  the  body  of  a  man  who  committed  suicide  by 
shooting  himself  with  a  revolver,  i  on  the  body  of  a  child 
accidentally  overlaid,  i  on  the  body  of  a  child  accidentally 
suffocated  i  on  the  body  of  a  child  which  died  suddenly  from 
convulsions.  3  deaths  were  uncertified.  The  greatest  age 
registered  at  death  was  96  years. 

Birth  Rate. — 204  births  were  registered,  equivalent  to  a  birth 
rate  of  17 '17  per  1000  of  population  as  compared  with  21*4  per 
1000  in  1903.  This  is  the  lowest  birth  rate  since  1897  when  it 
was  17. 

Infectious  Liseases, — 84  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were 
notified  as  compared  with  191  in  1903.  Of  these  4  were  of 
small-pox,  2  of  diphtheria,  3  of  erysipelas,  37  of  scarlet  fever,  2 
of  enteric  fever,  2  of  puerperal  fever,  and  34  of  chicken  pox. 

Small-Pox. — 4  cases  were  notifi2d.  The  first  two  cases  were 
notified  on  March  21st,  the  patients  being  two  sisters  who  had 
been  infected  from  an  unrecognised  case  in  a  neighbouring  district 
On  the  following  day  the  child  of  one  of  the  patients  an  un¬ 
vaccinated  baby  aged  2  months  was  also  found  to  be  suffering 
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from  the  disease.  The  three  patients  were  removed  to  the 
hospital  and  all  contacts  vaccinated  and  isolated.  No  other 
case  occurred  from  this.  The  fourth  case  was  notiiied  on  Aug. 
23rd,  the  patient  being  a  visitor  whose  wife  had  just  recovered 
from  a  mild  unrecognised  attack  of  small-pox.  The  same 
measures  were  adopted  and  no  other  case  occurred.  During  the 
year  several  contacts  have  been  visited  and  kept  under 
observation. 

Scarlet  Fever. — 37  cases  were  notified  as  compared  with 
loi  in  1903.  Cases  of  this  disease  occurred  in  every  month  of  the 
year  except  May.  2  deaths  were  due  to  scarlet  fever. 

Enteric  Fever.  2  cases  were  reported.  One  was  imported 
into  the  district  and  the  origin  of  the  other  could  not  be  traced. 

Erysipelas. — 3  cases  were  reported  during  the  year. 

Diphtheria. — 2  cases  were  reported 

Puerperal  Fever, — 2  cases  were  reported  and  both  proved 
fatal. 

Chicken  Pox. — 34  cases  were  reported. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milk  Shops. — There  are  now  36  on 
the  register.  They  have  been  periodically  inspected  during  the 
year  and  found  to  be  clean  and  well  conducted. 

There  are  15  cow-keepers  in  the  district  keeping  159  cows. 
The  average  cubic  space  per  cow  in  the  byres  is  800  cubic  feet. 

There  are  21  vendors  of  milk  in  the  district,  of  these  ii  are 
dairies,  3  general  shops  and  dairies,  7  general  shops  selling  a  small 
quantity  of  milk.  The  vessels  containing  milk  are  still 
uncovered. 
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Slaughter  Houses. — There  are  now  g  slaughter  houses  used 
by  9  butchers  in  the  district.  They  are  still  unlicensed.  Every 
month  of  the  year  there  have  been  numerous  complaints  of  the 
nuisance  caused  by  the  smell  from  these  slaughter  houses, 
some  of  the  complaints  being  very  bitter  and  acrimonious.  The 
slaughter  houses  have  been  kept  in  fair  condition  during  the 
year  but  from  their  unsuitable  position  must  always  be  a  nuisance 
and  dangerous  to  health.

These  have  been  visited  during  the  year  and  foun  1  to  be  in 
good  sanitary  condition  with  ample  air  space  for  the  workers 
There  are  no  out-workers.  The  bakehouses  are  lime-washed 
twice  a  year.  A  register  of  workshops  is  kept.  There  are  no 
offensive  trades  carried  on  in  the  district. 


Water  Supply. — The  district  is  supplied  hy  the  Tynemouth 
Corporation.  During  the  greater  part  of  the  year  no  water  was 
available  from  the  new  water  works  situated  near  Rothbnrv^,  and 
the  district  was  supplied  almost  entirely  witn  water  from  the 
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Newcastle  and  Gateshead  Water  Company.  In  the  dry  weather 
experienced  during  July  the  water  was  scanty  in  quantity  and  of 
very  bad  quality  containing  a  large  amount  of  vegetable  matter 
and  being  unpleasant  both  to  taste  and  smell.  The  water  con¬ 
tinued  to  be  bad  during  August  and  September  and  after  a 
temporary  improvement  in  October  was  at  its  worst  in  the  early 
part  of  November. 

On  November  6th  the  district  was  enthely  cut  oh  and  no 
water  was  to  be  had  except  in  the  pipes  at  the  lowest  portions 
of  the  system.  The  appearance  of  heavy  rains  fortunately 
averted  what  would  have  been  a  serious  calamity  and  since  the 
middle  of  November  the  district  has  been  supplied  from  the  Font. 
From  the  Font  we  are  now  getting  a  soft  peaty  water.  I  am 
unable  to  furnish  you  with  an  analysis  as  the  analysis  for  the 
Tynemouth  Corporation  is  not  yet  completed. 

Methods  of  disposal  of  excrement,  house-refuse  etc.

The  removal  of  refuse  is  in  the  hands  of  contractors.  This 
work  has  been  more  efficently  performed  in  1904  than  in  previous 
years. 

Improyements. — 4  ventilating  shafts  have  been  erected  to 
lessen  the  smells  arising  from  the  manholes  of  the  sewers. 

The  Report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  shews  the  number  of 
nuisances  abated  during  the  year. 
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Requirements  of  the  district — A  steam  disinfector  is 
required,  Owing  to  the  lack  of  this  a  large  amount  of  bedding 
had  to  be  burnt. 

In  my  opinion  the  district  requires 

I  Steam  Disinfector  situated  near  the  isolated  hospital  at 
Earsdon  or  in  some  other  suitable  position, 

I  Spring  Cart  (covered) 

The  Ambulance  from  the  small-pox  hospital  at  Scaffold 
Hill  could  take  the  clothes  from  small-pox  infected 
houses  to  the  disinfector, 

The  ambulance  from  the  Earsdon  Hospital  could  take  the 
clothes  infected  with  the  germs  of  all  other  diseases  to 
the  disinfector. 

The  spring  cart  could  bring  back  the  clothes  when  disinfected 

The  whole  cost  of  this  if  divided  between  the  four  districts 
owning  the  isolation  hospitals  would  be  very  small. 


The  lapse  of  another  year  has  not  seen  the  abolition  of  the 
present  slaughter-houses,  Bitter  complaints  of  the  nuisance 
arising  from  them  have  been  received  every  month  and  nearly 
every  week  during  the  year.  The  smells  and  noises  are  becoming 
intolerable  in  the  hot  weather  and  the  erection  of  a  public 
abbatoir  on  the  site  secured  at  the  Hill  Heads  should  be  put  in 
hand  at  once.  Some  assurance  should  be  obtained  from  the 
Tynemouth  Corporation  that  the  water  be  more  abundant  and 
of  better  quality  than  during  igoq  as  the  district  acquired  an 
unenviable  notoriety  owing  to  the  scarcity  and  badness  of  the 
water  supplied  when  the  district  was  full  of  visitors.  In  my 
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opinion  the  reservoir  at  Harden  should  be  closed  as  there  are  too 
many  houses  in  the  immediate  vicinity  to  render  it  a  safe  place 
for  the  storage  of  water.  I  am  indebted  to  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  Mr.  Harper  for  his  able  and  zealous  assistance  during 


year.

Annual  f|eport  of  the  Inspector  of  I^uisances. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Whitley  and  Mcnkseaton  Urban  District  Council, 

Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  of  the  work  done  in  my 
department  during  the  3/ear  ending  31st  December,  1904. 

Scavenging  : — From  particulars  supplied  by  the  contractor 
I  estimate  that  5,4  76  loads  of  house  and  shop  refuse  have  been 
removed  to  the  various  deposits  during  the  year,  made  up  as 
follows  : — 

From  Privy  Pails  and  Ashboxes...  ...  4,680  loads. 

,,  Ashpits  ...  ...  ...  ...  432  ,, 

,,  Trade  Refuse  ...  ...  ...  364  ,, 

Calculating  at  the  rate  of  15  cwt.  per  load,  this  gives  an  aggre¬ 
gate  of  4,107.  See  Table  i. 

Nuisances: — Informal  or  preliminary  notices  have  been 
served  under  the  Public  Health  Acts  and  the  District  Bye- 
Laws  upon  owners,  agents,  and  occupiers,  dealing  with  295 
nuisances.  A  list  of  the  various  nuisances  dealt  with  is  given  in 
Tables  2  and  3. 

Drains  : — Many  important  improvements  have  been  effected 
in  the  drainage  of  34  houses.  I  am  glad  to  say  the  importance 
of  proper  ventilation,  and  the  construction  of  inspection  and 
disconnecting  chambers  is  being  more  generally  recognised  and 
carried  into  effect. 

Slaughter  Houses  : — The  number  of  premises  under 
supervision  is  9,  this  being  the  same  as  last  year.  All  are  un¬ 
licensed.  I  have  made  frequent  inspections,  and  generally 
found  them  in  a  cleanly  condition.  All  manure,  garbage,  tkc., 
is  removed  by  the  scavenging  contractor  three  times  a  week. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  the  erection  of  a  public  abattoir  for 
the  district  should  be  so  long  delayed. 
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Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops  : — There  were  36 
cowkeepers  and  purveyors  of  milk  on  the  register  at  the  end  of 
the  year,  viz.  : — 

15  Cowkeepers. 

21  Purveyors  of  Milk. 

During  the  year  seven  persons  have  registered  and  two  have 
withdrawn.  The  total  number  of  cows  kept  by  the  different 
cowkeepers  is  159,  and  the  average  shed  accommodation  equals 
800  cubic  feet  for  each  cow.  At  the  time  of  my  visit  the  cow¬ 
sheds  were  invariably  found  in  a  clean  condition,  and  lime« 
washed  at  least  twice  a  year. 

Infectious  Diseases  : — 84  notifications  have  been  received. 
All  cases  were  visited  and  a  supply  of  disinfectants  with  in¬ 
structions  furnished.  Eight  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  removed 
to  Earsdon  Hospital,  and  one,  a  visitor,  to  Gateshead  Hospital. 
Four  cases  of  small-pox  were  removed  to  Scaffold  Hill  Hospital. 
In  all  cases  the  houses  were  disinfected  ;  five  schools  were  also 
disinfected.  It  was  deemed  advisable  to  burn  certain  infected 
articles  of  clothing,  (kc.,  and  pay  compensation  to  the  owners. 

Steam  Disinfector: — I  sincerely  trust  that  during  the 
ensuing  year  steps  will  be  taken  to  provide  the  district  with  suit¬ 
able  apparatus  for  disinfecting  clothes. 

Workshops  : — There  are  28  workshops  and  g  bakehouses 
on  the  register.  All  premises  were  periodically  and  systemati¬ 
cally  inspected,  and  found  at  all  times  to  be  kept  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  the  Act. 

Petrol  : — Two  licenses  were  granted  to  persons  to  sell 
petrol.  The  liquid  is  stored  and  sold  in  two  gallon  hermeti¬ 
cally  sealed  cans.  Every  precaution  is  taken  by  the  licensees  in 
the  storing  and  handling  to  prevent  explosion.  The  maximum 
quantity  allowed  to  be  stored  at  one  time  is  40  gallons.
